COAL OUTLOOK 


NION miners are back at work In most of the 


Central Competitive District, the strike over. 


Other districts will flock to the band-wagon. Ellmln-* 
atlng Sundays and holidays, 'miners were idle about 
115 days on account of the strike. 


Th" uulon miner, however, normally is Idle 100 


working days a year, chiefly when mines are shut 
down for want of orders. 


Reserve supplies of coal are practically ex- 


hausted, and production is far enough behind that 
the miners are fairly well assured of steady work un- 
til nost spring. 


Doing a little subtraction, you find that they 


really are ''out" only about two weeks' work. They 
took their year's unemployment in one dose instead 
of homeopathlcally. 


During the strike it was demonstrated that the 


non-union minos, if they get enough cars, can furnish 
at least 5,000,000 tons of soft coal a week. 


The country Is using about 8,000,000 tons a 


week. 


Open-shop mines are able to supply five-eighths 


of the nation's coal needs. And'the non-union mine 
operator can undersell, in a dull market, because he 
has cheaper labor. 


Making up the coal deficit should keep both un- 


ion and non-union mines busy steadily thru the win- 
ter. Next spring, -when there will be more coal than 
buyers, the consumer will begin to have his day 
again. 


One permanent effect that Is emerging from this 


coal strike is a big leap forward in the use of fuel oil. 
Caught In the pinch, many Industrial plants that. 
never before used anything except coal and coke 
have installed oil burners. 


Fuel oil gives a hotter fire than soft coal. In- 


crease In its use is logical, for it is a by-product. 
Several Lima plants are using it to advantage. ' 


To the selling price ot coal, most operators now 


•will he able to add the cost of keeping their proper- 
ties idle during the strike. This cost includes such 
large Hems as Interest on investment and the over- 
head that goes on, strike or no strike.

Dr. Walter Raleigh Ameshury, formerly 


& prominent New England physician, now 
Convict 18708, la in the remarkahle posi- 
tion of a man who has inherited a fortune 
of $5,000,000 aud cannot have it because, 
In England, he is considered "legally dead." 
As a felon, the law does not recognize even 
his existence; were he free, the law would 
bestow a fortune on him. 


Dr. Amesbiiry is a direct descendant of 


Sir Walter Raleigh, famous courtier, ex- 
plorer and adventurer of the sixteenth 
century; companion of kings and patron 
of poets; the gallant who made his cloak 
4 foot-mat for a queen; the lighter who 
helped to destroy the Spanish Armada and 
plundered Spanish galleons from Genoa to 
the Orinoco; tho dreamer who sought an 
El Dorado In the West and settled Vir- 
ginia; the hotspur who died on the block 
because he refused to bow to a king's 
whim. 


Sir Walter Raleigh left not only a noble 


name, btij; a fortune in land and gold. On 
tho Devonshire coast in England is the 
Raleigh estate. It has been in the family 
for more than three hundred years. It 
Includes tho historic town of Dartmoor, 
164,000 acres, forty farms, fine hunting pre- 
serves and Castle Mount Boom, -with Its 
gray battlements, its immense rooms, its 
tapestries, its paintings, its other rare art 
objects.

Dr. Amesbury, graduating with high 


honors at a British army medical college, 
served In Egypt under the late Lord Kitch- 
ener. He had a gallant record when he 
received his honorable discharge and de- 
cided to seek his fortune in America. 


In Boston, where he began practice, he 
mot and married Anna Vatier Rees, the 
beautiful and cultured daughter of Mrs. 
Jamie Recs. Two sons were born 


Dr. Amesbury's practise grew. He built 
a fine home in an exclusive Boston suburb. 
No family appeared happier to the neigh- 
bors than the Amesbury household. 


But Dr. and Mrs. Amesbury had a quar- 


rel. It was no more than the slightest rift, 
yet because of it Mrs. "Amesbury decided 
to leave him. A talented musician, she se- 
cured a position on the faculty of Roanoke 
College, at Danville. Va., and went there 
when school opened ia the fall of 1907. 
Dr. Amesbury, all but 
broken-hearted, 


begged her to return. 


She yielded to his appeals for a recon- 


ciliation by agreeing to meet him on Christ- 
mas Day at her mother's home in Hyde 
Park, Mass.

Among the 
latter, according to his story, was a blue- 
steel revolver, which one of the youngsters,

Dr. Amesbury greeted his wife with a 


kiss. 
She flushed, smiled--~pressed his 


hand. The others in the little family group 
were delighted. They waited, confident 
that a permanent reconciliation would be 
arranged, while Dr. and Mrs. Amesbury 
went into the next room. 


Several minutes passed.. Then, to the 


boys and their grandmother seated In the 
library, where a fir tree had been placed 
and hung with tinsel and candles and the 
Christmas presents, came the crash of a 
shot.

But medical authorities who performed

Fern Andrews, of Watseka, Illinois, be- 
came the bride of Baron von Weichs, scion 
of the house of Hohenzollem. 


The marriage was announced to the 


Kaiser. It was tho "All Highest" himself 
who ordered her release, conditional on tha 
promise that she would remain a neutral. 


And Fern Andrews hept her promise.' 


All through the war, while she was Interned 
In Germany, she lifted neither voice nor 
hand either for or against that country. 
And until after the armistice she remained 
the Baron's wife—In name. So long as she 
was Baroness von Weichs she was a Ger- 
man citizen and entitled to the protection 
of the Prussian empire. If she had di- 
vorced him, if she had become little Fern 
Andrews again, the first night might have 
seen the police battering at her door—her 
arrest, her retrial on the old charge, her 
conviction and her execution by the marks- 
men she had foiled. 


But once the war was over Fern An- 


drews, Baroness von Weichs, asked th« 
Baron for her freedom. And the Baron 
kept his word. A divorce was granted, sha 
took the name of Fern Andrea, she went 
Into pictures. 


America bas heard of her more than once 


since then, though she never hss returned 
to this country. Back In Watseka, tba 
people who knew her as a tow-headed tom- 
boy, have gazed in admiration at pictures 
of Fern Andrea, dare-devil of the screen. , 
And they recognized In this new star tho 
same little girl who used to "skin the cat" 
in the born on the Andrews farm.

Ten years ago man's chief weapons 


against these posts were mosquito netting, 
pennyroyal from the corner drug store, 
smndga fires, and perhaps the kerosene 
can from the kitchen. To-day they are 
using weapons as formidable as any em- 
ployed .la human warfare—machinery that 
has cost millions of dollars, great power 
pumps, 
ditch-digging tanks, tide-gates, 


rotary oil-sprays, gasoline engines, electric 
dynamos — machinery and power as ex- 
pensive and complicated as that which is 
needed to run a railroad or light a city— 
all to kill tiny insects—or prevent them, 
from breeding.

slaughter 07,200.000 per hour, 1,612,800.000 
per day, or 11,289.600,000 per week. 


Another method which has proven very 


effective is the introduction of certain 
Kinds of fish and birds that feed ou and 
destroy the mosquito larvae. 
Millions of 


dollars have already been spent in this 
work, and tho States which have engaged 
in it have found that Increase In real es- 
tate values has more than repaid the suras 
expended. The State of New Jersey alono 
—one of the chief breeding places on the 
Atlantic coast in past years and gradually 
becoming one of the best protected—is 
planning to spend $2,500,000 In a five-year 
campaign, beginning next Spring, to sweep 
the pests from the State. 


Mosquitoes—-of different kinds — breed 


both in salt and fresh water, though only 
5n the latter when it is stagnant and brack- 
ish. Along the coast the salt marshes are 
the biggest problems. Water collects after 


heavy rains or abnormally hlg'i 
tides, becomes stagnant, and heavy 
mosquito breeding follows. 


The first problem Is to provide a 


drainage system that will draw off 
tho stagnant water. 
Where the 


marshes are fairly open a system 
ot Hitches will do It. Where the 
problem is more complicated by 
railroad ' mbankments, highways 
or the lay of the land, tide-gates, 
power pumps and similar devices 
are usad. Suction pumps attached 
to pipes laid on the bottom o£ a 
river also are used for "filling In," 
bringing silt and sediment to the 
land, and building up surrounding 
land that was formerly part of the 
time under water. 


The fresh-water mosquito breads wher- 


ever water Is left long standing. Where 
pools or ponds containing flah have become 
overgrown, it Is sometimes sufficient to 
clean the edges thoroughly to allow thw 
fish a chance to get at the mosquitoes 
while they are still swimming about in ths 
"wriggler" stage. If fish are not present 
the pools should be either drained or 
stocked with fish. In temporary places of 
places which can neither be drained nor 
stocked, oil or larvlcide should be used. 
Oil forms a film on the water which ciUs 
off the air from the larva. In trying: to 
get its breathing tube through 
this oil film the larva absorbs 
the cij or larvicide and Is killed. 


Where mosquitoes are found 


breeding In rain barrels, tuba, 
tin 
cans, cisterns, 
cesspools, 


the 
surest 
way 
is 
to 
destroy 
the 


breeding places. If It Is a barrel, dump' it: 
If it Is a tub, overturn it; If It is a cistern, 
cover it tightly; If it Is a cesspool, clean 
it out and screen it tightly. If you can't 
do any of these things, keep the surface 
of the water covered with a film of oil. 


While this year's mosquito Invasion is 


remarkable for Us numbers, the various 
tribes which compose it do not include, to 
any great extent, "the more harmful or 
disease-bearing varieties. The deadly yel- 
low fever mosquito does riot figure in'the 
invasion at all. Ho seldom gets beyond a 
semi-tropical climate, anyway. The ma- 
larial mosquito (anopheles quadrimaculatls) 
is now a rare visitor on most parts of the 
coast. He (or. rather, she, for it is only 
the female mosquito that attacks human 
beings) can be distinguished by the fact 
that the palpi (short feelers on the bead, 
as distinguished from the long antennae 
or true feelers) are about three-fourths the 
length of the beak. It has no white bands 
on its body and has four blackish spots on 
each wing. A much easier way to tell is 
this: When ordinary mosquitoes bite tha" 
hold their bodies horizontal—-that is, par- 
allel with the surface into which they are 
inserting their beaks. When the malaria1 
mosquito bites, its body Is held at a sharp.
